Big Vickers Plane Bearing Capt. John Alcock 


and Lieut. A. W. Brown Was to Follow

ST. JOHNS, June 14. — OS on an attempted non-stop 


Sght over the Atlantic from Newfoundland to Ireland, the 
British Vickers airplane left St. Johns at 12:13 p. HL to- 
day, New York time. The machine with Capt. John Al- 
cock at the wheel made a good start, rising from the ground 
after a run of 150 yards. The plane swept northerly and 
disappeared over the sea in a northeastern direction. 


At the start the Vickers scudded close to the ground, 


then rose gradually to an altitude of 1,000 feet. A crowd 
of spectators gave Alcock and his navigator, Lieut. A. W. 
Brown a mighty cheer as their plane hopped off. 


All points of vantage were thronged with Newfound- 


landers who watched the plane as it grew smaller and 
smaller over the wide expanse of ocean, and finally 
dwindled out of sight. 


There was a strong westwind, which will probably 


help the aviators over the first part of their perilous voy- 
age. Navigator Brown expected to follow the course laid 
out by Hawker, this being the most direct route from New 
foundland to Ireland. The Vickers was equipped with a 
wireless which operated successfully over a wide range in 
preparatory trials.
